INDEMNITY DEMANDED.

The Owner of the Steamsr Gobbled Up by

Honduras Revolutionists Wants His
Boat Baock—Unoe Sam May Have to
Help Him.

NEW O=RLEANS, July 4 —[Spedia’.]—
Joseph Oterl, of this city, owner of the
steamer Joseph Oteri, which was seized by
the Hondurian revolutionists nearly two
weeks ago, anpounces Wis intention to make
a demand on the Goverument of Honduras,
through the United Btates, for indemnity.
The revolutionists used the Oteri in earry-
ing men to Troxillo, and thereby captured
that town, and then impressed it for a voy-
age of conquest to Rusian, whence they
were to proceed to Puerto Cortex

Mr. Oteri has been eabling to Central
Americs, but can hear nothing of his ves-
sel. He is convineed that it is still in the
hands of the revolotionists, who are steam-
ing around the Carribbean in his vessel,
with his officers and sailors completely at

their mercy.

“I Inuns to claim an indemnity from the
Government of Honduras,” Mr. Oteri said,
“{n proportion to the length of time iz is
detained by the revolutionists If it ever
turns up—and I hope it will—the log-book
will speak for itself, and I will be able to
make my claims scoordingly. If the ship
should never be heard of I will make
heavy demand for indemnity. OF course I
will eall on the United States Government
to help me out in this maiter. My vessel
was sailing under the Ameriean register,
and the Amerjean Government is bound to
afford me protection.

Hundreds at Schenley Park watched the
twinkling stars die away in the dawn of the
glorious Fourth, and tens of thousands
watched the twilight deepen into night, The
116th anniversary of the natiou's liberty
had been celebrated, and it had been a great
day in Pittsburg, and even then the wateh-
ers were greeted with the greatest display
of fireworks ever known in the history of
the Irom City.
